Why Blalock Was Thrown Down. 

When he entered the white house to as- 
Sume executive functions he found a va- 
cancy existing in the office of collector 
of internal revenue for the district of 
South Carolina. To facilitate the public 
business it was suggested that an ap- 
pointment should be made without delay. 
Various aspirants appeared in Washing- 
ton. After considerable political negotia- 
tion among the rival factions they agreed 
to combine on Loomis Blalock and pro- 


ceeded in a body to the white house and 


urged his appointment on the ground that 
he was a good republican, or has been for 
several years ‘past and was in every way 
qualified for the position. The president 
was congratulating himself upon estab- 
lishing political union among the usually 
combative and contentious South Caro- 
lina republicans and had about agreed to 
appoint Blalock. A day or two later some 
of the very men who had previously in- 
dorsed Blalock advised the president that 
he was making:a serious blunder in se- 
lecting Blalock and immediately com- 
mienced to unload all kinds of charges 
against the man they had a few days: 
previoisly commended. Naturally the 
president, who is frank, straightforward 
and honest at all times, was not well dis- 
posed toward such double dealing, so he 
promptly declared that Blalock’s appoint- 
ment would not be made, and he would 
withhold action on the collectorship for 
further consideration. In the meantime 
Dr. Clayton was telegraphed to come at 
once to Washington, and his sponsors in- 
sist that his appointment is assured. 

Clayton Appointment a Surprise. 

The Washington Star, without awaiting 
the official announcement from the white 
house, but proceeding on the idea that 
Dr. Clayton is already appointed, says: 

‘This announcement will be a great 
surprise to South Carolina republicans, in- 
asmuch as it was thoroughly known that 
Loomis Blalock was to receive the place. 
The change from Blalock to Dr. Clayton 
is not expiained.

I said I was 
prepared to do so provided the pnelicy was 
not to evacuate Egvpt and in the event 
of home rule being brought forward pro- 
vision should be made for the retention 
of the Irish members in Westminster. I 
understood from Mr. Schnadhorst that he 
Would consult Mr. Gladstone, which quite 
satistied me, as I looked upon Mr, Glad- 
stone as the liberal vrarty.

Granville.”’ 

“On the reception of this,’’ Mr. Rhodes 
says, “I bothered no more, as upon Lord 
Rosebery’s apvointment I knew that 
Ee--t was saved. I leave your readers 
to decide how far Sir Henry’ Campbell- 
Bannerman is justified in characterizing 
the original statements as a lie from be- 
ginning to end.”’ 

The Westminster Gazette this afternoon 
publishes letters showing that Mr. 
Rhodes’ remonstrance to Mr. Schnad- 
horst concerning Mr. Gladstone's speech 
on Egypt in 1892 was sent through W. T. 
Stead, who, in writing to Mr. Rhodes that 
he had forwarded the letter entrusted to 
him, says that Mr. Gladstone, on hear- 
ing that Mr. Rhodes was dissatisfied With 
the premier’s views regarding Egypt, 
‘wrote to Mr. Stead that he did not know 
Mr. Rhodes’s views on Egypt.

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CALLS FOR MEN 
TO MAN SHIPS 


Admiral Crowninshield Discusses 
Needs of the Navy, 


WOULD DOUBLE THE CADETS 


Proposed To Allow Every Congress- 
man To Name Two Represen- 
tatives at the Naval Acad- 
emy—To Create Four 
Vice Admirals. 


Washington, October 11.—Admiral 
Crowninshield in his annual report dwells 
upon the imperative need of the navy for 
more officers and men. He saysif the de- 
partment were called upon to man the 
ships for war service it could not meet 
the demand. There are not enough line 
Olu.cers to man the ships already con- 
structed. ‘When, in three years, the ves- 
sels now under construction shall have 
been completed, the number of officers 
necessary to man them and a few auxil- 
jary vessels would be no less than a thou- 
sand, and the problem presented is how 
these olficers can be secured in the short 
time remaining. There is but one remedy, 
according to Admiral Crowninshield, ani 
that is to increase the number of cadets 
at the naval academy. That number 
should not be less than 800. Therefore, it 
is recommended that, beginning with the 
next congress, there shall be allowed at 
the academy two naval cadets for every 
representative or delegate, two for each 
senator, one for the District of Columbia 


and ten at large annually, and that the | 


course should be limited to four years. 

Another striking recommendation of 
Admiral Crowninshield is that four vice 
admirals be created, red: cing the. num- 
ber of rear admirals to fourteen, if neces- 
sary. It is said that the United States 
often has been placed in a humilating 
position on important occasion aboard by 
reason of the low rank of its naval repre- 
sentatives. 

The report says the navy department is 
about to follow up the precedent estab- 
lished last year in the creation of a tor- 
pedo boat reserve station at Norfolk by 
establishing four other sections at Port 
Royal, Charleston, Pensacola and 
ond one at Norfolk. 

Surgeon General’s Report. 

Surgeon General Sternberg’s annual re- 
port says the health of the army was un- 
usually good during 1900. Speaking. of 
special diseases, General Sternberg says: 

‘The steady decrease of late years in 
the admission for alcoholism among the 
men of the regular army is a matter for 
congratulation. Military officers may be 
said to be unanimous in their opinion that 
this was mainly the result of the estab- 
lis.ment of the post exchange, or canteen 
at military posts.’’

ILLICIT LOVE LED TO DEATH. 


Dalinsky Hanged for Murdering

Chicago, October 11.—George Dolinsky, 
convicted of murder, was hanged here 
today. His crime was the killing of An- 
ton Lisle, his brother in law, in order to 
marry Mrs. Lisle. 

Dolinski became infatuated with Mrs. 
Lisle, his wife’s sister, That his clandes- 
time wooing might not be interfered with 
Dolinski sent his wife on a visit to her 
parents in the old country. Lisle, how- 
ever, became suspicious. November 27 
the two men met in a pasture north ot 
Irving park. When the police found 
Lisle’s body there were four bullet 
wounds in it and the throat was cut. 
Dolinski was arrested but declared that 
he and Lisle had quarreled about money 
matters and that he had been compelled 
to shoot his brother in law in self- 
defense. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Dolinski, in Europe, 
heard that her husband had been arrest- 
ed, but the report also said that it was 
for her own murder. Supposing that she 
could get him out of his predicament, 
Mrs. Dolinski, with her infant, hurried 
back, only to discover the real state of 
affairs. She did not abandon her husband 
but did all in her power to aid him’ 
She visited him in jail yesterday and 
when she learned that the supreme court 
had refused to grant a supersedeas she 
fell in a faint. Dolinski made his last 
confession to Father Rapous yesterday 
and spent the night in a barber chair, al- 


ternately dozing and gazing at his image 
in a. thirror.

AND DIVORCE

is at present chaplain of the Twenty- 
second infantry, U. 8S. A. 

Consideration of canon 37, relating to 
the disciplining of persons marrying 
again after being divorced, caused a pro- 
tracted debate, at the close of which the 
following substitute was adopted: 

‘“‘No person divorced for cause arising 
after marriage and marrying again dur- 
ing the lifetime of the other party to the 
divorce, nor any person marrying a per- 
son so divorced, shall be admitted to bap- 
tism or confirmation or be permitted to 
receive the holy communion until the 
dae approval of the bishop shall be 

ven. 

‘Provided, that the prohibition shall not 
apply to the case of the innocent party 
to a diverce for the cause of adultery. 

“And provided, also, that the sacra- 
ment shall in no case be refused to a pen- 
itent party in imminent danger of death.’’ 

It was decided to participate in the 
appointment of a-committee of five bish- 
ops, five presbyteries and five laymen to 
draw up and present to the next general 


| convention of the church a canon on 


provinces, including a scheme for the di- 
vision of the United States into provinces. 

On the part of the bishops there were 
appointed on this committee the bishops 
of Fond du Lac, Texas, Vermont and Los 
Angeles. 

The house of bishops adopted the elev- 
enth and last amendment to the constitu- 
tion. 


Sharp Debate : on Divorce. 


The house of deputies of the Episcopal 
convention at 10:30 this morning went into 
committee of the whole on the new mar- 
riage and divorce canon. An attempt to 
strike out a requirement of section 3, 
that in recording a marriage the clergy 
Shall state the ages of the parties, was 
defeated. A requirement that when prac- 
tical the parish register record should 
be signed by the marriage parties and 
the witnesses was, after much objection, 
retained. 

Section 3 was then adopted as a whole. 
This brought the controversy down to the 
famous article 4, already adopted by the 
bishops, which forbids the marriage of 
persons divorced for cause not existing 


bar.to the 1emarriage of divorced per- 
sons by the Episcopal church. 

Mr. Lewis, of Pernsylvania, rose to cor- 
rect a misapprehension cf the public re- 
port on his canon. He explained that 
it does not propose to prevent any one 
at all from me@hg married. It only pro- 
poses to forbid ministers of the Episcopal 
church to marry any divorced * person 
whatever whose husband or wife he still 
living. 

Rev. Dr, Huntington offered an amend- 
ment intended to except the innocent 
party to a divorce obtained for the cause 
of adultery when the fact is made to ap- 
pear by a certified record from the court 
granting the divorce. He supported his 
proposal by an appeal to the authority 
of Jeeus Christ which, he said, cannot be 
attacked except by the assistance of 
what is known as the “higher criticism,” 
and this could be fully answered if the 
need arose. 

Consideration of the Huntington amend- 
ment was continued until after recess. 

Battle savors Amendment. 

Richard H. Battle, of North Carolina, 
argued strongly for Dr. Huntington’s 
amendment as being in accordance with 
the Scripture and free from the charge 
of iImpracticability. 

Thomas C. Elder, of Virginia, urged that 
evidence regarding divorce should be 
sought for in the whole ‘record rather 
than in the decree of the court alone 
which would not in every case recite the 
ground of the divorce, and moved an 
amendment to that effect. 

Dr. Huntington said he saw the point 
referred to by Mr. Elder and approved 
the amendment. 

Dr. Radford, of Delaware, advocated 
the passage of the section just as it came 
from the house of bishops. He said the 
comditions of society and common de- 
cency required just such stringent legis- 
lation as is proposed. 

Rev. Dr. Greer, of New York, cited the 
fact that ngore divorces were granted 
in thois country than in all the countries 
of Burope together. Bvery consideration 
of social purity of our country, of the 
sacredness of the hcme and of the teach- 
ing of Christ, as he understood it, led 
him to oppose Dr. Huntington’s amend- 
ment and to favor the measure just ag it 
came from the bishops. a 

Rev. Dr. McKim, of Washington, said 
the canon as it came from the bishops 
was revolutionary legislation in the 
church. He differed from those whu, with 
the church of Rome, held marriage to be 
absolutely indissoluble. The claim was 
unscriptural, he said. He cited Bishop 
King, of Litchfield, England, as unabie 
to regard marriage as indissoluble. This 
view was supported by Bishops Lightfoot, 
Wordsworth and ‘french. 

Dr. Bacchus,, of Long Island, claimed 
that the proposed measure cid not have 
the warrant of Holy Scripture as found 
at ‘east in St. Matthew. Nor did it com- 
mand the warrant cf common sense and 
moral Gudgment. 

A Voice from South Carolina. 

John P. Thomas, Jr., of South Carolina, 
where no divorces are allowed by the 
state law, said the law of the church 
should correspond with the high standard 
adopted by his state and always recog- 
nized there except during a few years 
the reconstruction period. 

Ex-United States Attorney General 
George H. Williams, of Oregon, 
all restrictions upon the subject by the 
church.

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Narrowly Escape Death, 
SLOOP LOST IN COLLISION 


They Took to a Boat and After Days 


of Peril and Suffering Reached 
New York—The Men Are 
Not Known at Sa- 
vannah. y, 


New York, October 11.—There landed at 
a da@ck on East river near Brooklyn 
bridge early today two hungry and tired 
shipwrecked men, who said they had 
been rowing in a small boat part of yes- 
terday and all last night. Their story 
was that they were Captain W. Gates and 
Thomas Morse, of the sloop yacht Rose, 
belonging to Abden Keen, of Savannah, 
Ga. They were taking the yacht from 
Savannah to Newport, R. I. to lay up 
for the winter, when yesterday morning 
about 10 o'clock, some twelve miles east 
of Sandy Hook, the yacht was run into 
by the fishing schooner Carrie and Loitle, 
of Gloucester, Mass., which passed on 
without stopping to give any assistance. 
The yacht had a big Hole knocked in her 
on the starboard side near the mast and 
the water began pouring into her. 

The men worked at the pump for an 
hour, but finding the water gaining on 
them, and as the craft had 5 tons of lead 
ballast inside and 10 tons on deck, it be- 
came evident she would sink. An attempt 
was made to get out the naphtha launch, 
but it was stowed away and lashed so 
tightly that they gave it up. A small 
dingy was towing astern and the men 
jumped into it. They had no more than 
done so when the yacht sunk stern first. 
The men saved nothing, and, without 
provisions or water, they rowed from ll 
o'clock yesterday morning all the 
afternoon and last night. They gave as 
their reason for coming to the city and 
not stopping at some place on the way 
that they had no money and thought they 
could better get it here. They sald the 
yacht’s ‘topmast showed above water. 

Men Not Known in Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga., October 11.—Nothing is 
known here of the sloop yacht Rose or 
her reputed owner, Abden Keen. Neither 
are. Captain Gates and Thomas Morse 
known. No yacht remotely answering 
the description of the Rose has left here 
recently for Newport or elsewhere. Ship- 
ping men say there is evidently some er- 
ror respecting the sailing port, if the men 
are telling a straight tale.

Curtright Had a Close Call For 
His Life In Barnesville 


ONE WORD MEANT HIS DEATH 


——— 


‘@aptured in Thomaston, the Negro 


Is Carried Before Mrs. Sims, 
Whose Words Give Him 
Freedom and Tenure 
on Life. 


Barnesville, Ga., October 12, 2 a. m.— 
(Special.)—So far the negro who criminal- 
ly assaulted Mrs. Sims at her home 
across the city corporate line Thursday 
morning is at large. 

But bands of determined and fearless 
men are upon his trail and if persistent 
and tireless work will produce good re- 
sults a different story may be recorded 
within the next twenty-four hours. 

All day long Barnesville has worn more 
the appearance of a military camp than 
that of the quiet, orderly town—long its 
reputation. And this change in appear- 
ance has. been, as the reading public 
knows, due to the anxiety of the officers 
to protect a criminal, a law-breaker of 
the worst kind from the hands of indig- 
nant citizens—citizens every one of whom 
feels that the defense of his own hearth- 
stone is at stake. 

The chase after Cutright, though fruit- 
less up to midnight, was not abandoned 
when members of the posses, tired and 
worn from their long, hard chase, sought 
their beds. On the contrary each one of 
the pursuers dropped upon his couch, not 
only to dream of the capture of the as- 
sailant of a defenseless woman, but to re- 
new at his bedside his promise to run 
the outlaw down. 

Early in the afternoon intelligence 
reached Barnesville that Cutright, the 
negro upon whom the crime had been 
fixed, had been captured near Thomaston, 
in Upson county. Instantly crowds began 
to assemble and though conservative men 
attempted to quiet the members the 
manifestation of anger became more and 
more apparent. Within a few minutes it 
was an absolute certainty that the negro 
would meet a violent death the instant 
those gathered could lay hands upon him, 

It did not take the augmenting crowds 
jong to learn that the prisoner would be 
brought here from Thomaston so that 
Mrs. Sims might identify him and that a 
jail cell could receive him. 

To the casual observer of the most cone 
servative type it was apparent beyond 
all question that the prisoner’s life would 
be almost worthless the second he reach- 
ed Barnesville. Then it was that the quiet 
men of the town commenced an appeal to 
the crowd—an appeal for law and order, 
As some talked to the angry members of 
the crowd others were using the telegraph 
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Governor Candler was but a few Bed 
ende in ascertaning that nearly 1,000 men 
were gathered in Barnesville, He learned, 
too, that they were orderly but deter 
mined, and that the death of the prisoner 
had been decreed if his identification was 
beyond doubt, 

The governor ordered out the Barnes- 
ville company. That order was imme- 
diately followed by a telegram from the 
Pike county sheriff asking for more 
troops, the sheriff declaring in his mes- 
sage that he was satisfied the prisoner 
was innocent. 

When Sheriff Howard, accompanied by 
four deputies, rearhed BarnesviNe from 
Thomaston with the prisoner a thousand 
men were ready to receive him. 

It was not a wild, angry mob. 

The men were cool, determined and cau- 
tious, 

At a glance it could be seen that an in- 
nocent man had nothing to fear. 

But for one guilty the result was a mat- 
ter of speculation. 

Sheriff Howard quickly escorted his 
ward to jail. En route to the prison he 
consulted with men he knew to be strong 
with the crowd. While ascertaining the 
feelings of those composing the gather- 
ing he made it quite plain that he would 
protect his charge, even at the cost of his 
Own life and the sacrifice of the. lives of 
those among whom he had lived for 
years. 

Sheriff Howard ascertained that the 
gathering was willing to await the iden- 
tification of the negro by Mrs. Sims and 
-—then determine the future. 

The sheriff, as has been said, was con- 
vinced that his charge was innocent, and 
quickly made a trade with the crowd. 
He knew the men composing it. He knew 
they were men who would not break a 
promise made, and, knowing this, he 
agreed that a dozen.men should escort 
the negro to the Sims home. He selected 
his men at random. He knew that Pike 
county men—men he had known all his 
life—had said the pasoner should have 
safe conduct to the injured lady, and 
then, whether declared by her guilty or 
innocent, he would be returned to him. 
He knew his men and had every faith 
in them. He knew the prisoner would be 
brought back to him alive and  un- 
harmed, and that then the desperate en- 
counter—if one was to come—would take 
place; that, supported by friends, he 
would look into the muzzle of guns car- 
ried by friends equally true and loyal. 

Cutright was placed in a carriage, and, 
surrounded by the chosen guard, was 
driven to the Sims home. 

Thethousand men waited about the jail 
to hear the result. 

There was every indication of impa- 
tience and indignation. 

But there was no indication of a doubt 
as to Sheriff Howard's promise to return 
the prisoner to his cell in the jail. 

At the Sims home the good woman who 
had been frightened by the negro, sup- 
ported by her husband and friends, await-

any southern woman may be subjected as 
long as outlawry obtains among the ne- 
gro. She was cool, calm and brave. As 
she heard the approaching steps she 
nerved herself for the trying work of her 
life. The negro, with an armed officer—an 
officer armed to protect the prisoner as 
well as to prevent his escape—approach- 
ed, Before her the officers stopped.

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ATTENDANCE AT UNI 
SHOWINGA STEADY GROWTH 


Athens, Ga., October 11—(Special.)—The 
attendance at the university continues to 
increase. The enrollment has reached 266. 

The number of names on the register 
means far more than appears on the sur- 
face. Last year the trustees deemed it 
best, for the state and for the university, 
to change the law course to two years. It 
was known then that there would be a 
decrease in attendance in the law class. 
When the present term began, however, 
the number was even less. than had been 
anticipated. Many prophesied that the 
attendance would be a hundred short, and 
the slowness of the students in register- 
ing seemed to uphold this be.ef. 
notwithstanding all these prophesies, the 
attendance is far from being a hundred 
smaller, and the prospects are that the 
university will enjoy as large an attend- 
ance this year as last, notwithstanding 
the decrease in the law class. Last year 
this class numbered eighty-six men, now 
it contains twenty-six members. 

The whole attendance last term was 
331 men. Of these, eighty-six were law- 
yers, so that there were during the whole 
year 245 men in the university proper. Up 
to this time last year, a comparison being 
made between 1900 and 1901, there were 
only 270 registered students, and of these 
seventy were lawyers, so that there was 
in all only 200 men in the literary depart- 
ments of the university. This year 26 
students have registered, and twenty-six 
of these, as has been shown, are lawyers, 
leaving 240 outside of that class, an In- 
crease in the academic department of 
forty men up to the present time, and 
only two or three less than the total at- 
tendance in this department last year. 
When to this number is added those who 
will enter in January, there will be an 


| increase of some thirty or forty men in 
| Franklin and state colleges, and the en- 
‘tire attendance in the 


university will 
equal that of last year or probably sur- 
pass it. 

The law class is hard at work. The 
course is not as hurried a one as it has 
of necessity been in the~past few years, 
and the progress of the students is more 
satisfactory than before. Both professors 
and students are pleased with the change 
from a one to a two years’ course. The 
class numbers some twenty-six men, and 
will increase to thirty. Next year it is 
expected that thirty or forty more stu- 
dents will come, so the law course will 
contain sixty or seventy boys, even though 
it will be divided into two classes. 

A plan has been proposed by which the 
students at the university may take the 
law course in one year. It is thought 
that some arrangement may be made by 
which those who are students may take 
the first year of the law course in con- 
junction with their senior work, and thus 
save a year. This plan cannot be put into 
execution in time to benefit the present 
senior class, but it may be of service to 
succeeding classes. 

The Thalians, the dramatic club of the 
university, has organized. At a recent 
meeting Earl Donaldson was elected 
president; Walter M. Jackson, vice presi- 
dent. and manager; Pinkus Happ, stage 
manager and director. Twenty-five men 
made application for admittance, and of 
these the following were elected mem- 
bers: Earnest Dallas, Morris Michael, 
Sanders Walker, Frank Ridley, Jones 
Yow, Hugh Gordon, Will Solomon, Will 
Hallowes, Julian Baxter, Kalph Graves 
and Lester Anderson. Two performances 
wili be given, one just before Christmas, 
the o.wier about commencement, the pro- 
ceeds going to the athletic association. 
The Thalians have been in existence 
many years. Year before last two cred- 
itable performances were given, but last 
year little interest was taken in the work 
and nothing was done in the dramatic 
line. The club has the support of the 
faculty and the students. 

The Georgian will be out on the 15th inst., 
and the prospects are excellent. During 
the summer the business manager and 
later the assistant business manager re- 
signed, but their places have beer filled. 
The present business manager is I.W. Mc- 
Intyre, and his assistant is Jack Bower. 
There will be nine editors, one for each 
month. They have not all been chosen. 
Those selected, however, are among the 
most prominent men in college. 

A committee from the two literary so- 
cieties of the university, appointed for the 
purpose of examining into the eligibility 
clause and the college exercises, have re- 
ported in favor of amendments to the 
constitution. The report was accepted

by the Phi Kappa and Demosthenian, and 
will be examined during the week by the 
council on amendments of the two socie- 
ties and the amendments will be voted on 
next Sautrday. 

In the proposed changes the first clause 
deals with the. championship debate. it 
recommends that the number of speakers 
on each side be reduced to two, and that 
the leader of the affirmative be allowed 
a fifteen minutes’ opening address and «a 
five-minute rejoinder, and that the 
speeches of the other three contestants 
be limited to twenty minutes. It is also 
asked that the $25 given to each society 
in the preliminary debate be divided, $15 
going to the man who wins the contest 
and that the one who makes the next 
best speech receive $10 and a place as 
one of the champion debaters. Under the 
old rules the man who won the society 
debates was given the $25 and a medal 
bought with the money. There were then 
three speakers on each side in the cham- 
pionship debate and each man spoke as 
long ds he wished to. The audience was 
often bored before the exercises closed, 
and but few looked forward to this part 
of the commencement programme with 
any pleasure. Now it is the determina- 
tion of the society to make this event the 
most important and interesting of the 
commencement and these changes will 
tend to that end. 

It is also proposed to abolish the senior 
class debate, and to turn the other three 
class debates into inter-society events. 
In the past each year eight medals have 
been offered by the trustees to the classes 
of the university. Four debates were 
held in each society, each class having 
one debate. Little interest was taken 
in these debates and in some cases there 
could not be found six students, the 
requisite number, to conftest for thea 
medal, and frequently no..contest was 
held. By this change suggested there will 
be three debates and renewed importance 
will be attached to each because of the 
lecrease in number and the change to an 
inter-society debate. The freshman, 
sophomore and junior classes in each so- 
clety will hold preliminary contests to 
select three men each to debate for the 
honor of their society. The question for 
debate will be decided as in the champion- 
ship debate, Phi Kappa and Demosthe- 
nian alternating in proposing the subject. 
The debate will be decided in favor of one 
or the other of the societies and the medal 
will go to the man who makes the best 
speech. Thus each society will uphold 
one side of the debate, while before all 
the men might speak on the same side 
of the subject if they chose. 

The last clause of the report of the 
committee deals with eligibility rules of 
the societies. These rules require that a 
man be present at one-half of the meet- 
ings of the societies and debate one- 
third of the time. The amendment pro- 
poses that he be repuired only to de- 
date one-fourth of the time, and further 
that if he is prevented from attending 
by providential causes he may be re- 
stored, to eligibility by a three-fourths 
vote of the members present. ‘This 
amendment created some opposition, as 
the quorum in the socfety is seven mem- 
bers who can demand a Cal! meeting It they 
wish, and as such a meeting would in- 
terest few outside of those immediately 
concerned, few of the members would 
attend. The clause will probably attract 
more attention next Saturday. 

The report proposes that these rules 
be changed so as to apply only to those 
contests which are strictly society events. 
This would include the class debates, the 
championship debate and the anniversa- 
rians. However, it would not be neces- 
sary to be eligible in order to contest for 
fa place on the North Carolina and Mer- 
cer debates to represent the university 
at the oratorical meet, or to represent the 
different classes at commncement. 

It has been suggested, too, that the 
present mode of electing society anni- 
versarians be changed to that employed 
in choosing a representative in the in- 
tercollegiate oratorical contest. The re- 
sult of these changes will be an increase 
in attendance on the societies and inter- 
est in the participants. It will eliminate 
those who come to become eligible to com- 
pete in society contests and really do 
no good to the society, and will bring to- 
gether only those who have the good of 
the society and the university at heart 
and are willing to work hard to obtain 


this end.

Upon information received from Barnes- 
ville last night that a mob of Pike 
county citizens was attempting to lynch 
Jack Cutright, supposed to be the assail- 
ant of Mrs. John M. Sims, Governor 
Candler ordered Major W. W. Barker, of 
the Fifth regiment, and forty men to 


start for Barnesville at once by special 
train. Later it was found Cutright was 
tne wrong negro, and the order was 
countermanded. ‘ 

Late in the afternoon Governor Can- 
dler received a telegram from the sheriff 
of Upson county saying he had arrested 
the. supposed assailant at Thomaston, 
and asking military aid in protecting his 
prisoner. Governor Candler wired him, if 
necessary, to call or the Thomaston mili- 
tary company. Shortly afterwards he re- 
ceived a telegram from the Upson county 
sheriff, saying he had carried the negro 
to Barnesville, the scene of the crime. 
Governor Candler had wired him, if there 
was any danger, to yo the negro to At- 
lanta, but the sheriff evidently did not re- 
ceive these instructions. 

On arrival at Barnesville Cutright was 
placed in jail. The governor was again 
communicated with, and he ordered out 
the Barnesville company, which sur- 
rounded the jail. He was then wired that 
a large mob was gathering from all parts 
of Pike county and a determined effort 
would be made to lynch the negro. The 
dispatch asked for two more companies. 

It was upon this information that the 

vernor ordered Major Barker to take 
orty men to sarnesville at once. 

Thirty minutes after the order had been 
gi n information came to the governor 

rom Barnesville that the negro had been 
taken before Mrs. Sims and she had 
stated he was not the right man. Cut- 
right was then released.

and countermanded the order directing 
him to go to Barnesville.

MORE MALES THAN FEMALES. 


Final Census Report on Population 
of United States. 


Washington, October 11.—The final cen- 
sus report On the population of the United 
States by sex, nativity and color, was is- 
sued today. It shows that the males 
number 39,059,242, or 51.2 per cent of the 
total population in 1900. The increase of 
13,233,631 in total population since 1890 is 
made up of 6,744,179 males, and 6,489,452 
females, an increase of 20.9 of males and 
21.1 of females. The foreign born element 
have increased only 12.4 per cent and the 
native born ropulation in 1900 comprises 
66,990,802 white persons and 9,812,585 col« 
ored persons, the latter comprising &,840,. 
783 persons of negro descent. The colored 
element as a whole ghows an increase of 
17.8 per cent since 1890. 

The colored element const‘éutes 12.2 per 
cent of the total population in 1900, as 
against 12.5 per cent in 1890, the negro 
element alone representing of the total 
population 11.6 per cent in 1900 and 11.9 
per cent in 1890. These figures show a 
loss, therefore, of three-tenths of 1 per 
cent in the proportion of persons of ne- 
gro descent in 900 as compared with 1890, 
and a corresponding increase in that for 
the whites. 

The white population shows an increase 
since 1890 of 11,824,618, or 21.4 per cént, and 
the colored element as a whole of 1,409,013, 
or 17.8 per cent. 

There has been an increase during the 
past ten years in persons of negro de- 
scent of 1,352,001, or 18.1 per cent, and in 
Japanese of 71,587, or 497.2 per cent. The 
Chinese, on the other hand, show a loss 
since 1890 c¥ 7,728, or 6.1 per cent, while 
the Indians have decreased from 273,607 
in 1890 to 266,760 in 1900, equivalent to a 
loss of 2.5 per cent. 

The figures for Virginia are 925,897 
males, 928,287 females, foreign born 19,461; 
total white 1,192,855; native white 1,178,787; 
total colored 661,329.

OLDEST SOCIAL 
CLUB IN COURT 


Concordia Association Put in 
Hands of Receiver by its 
Creditors. 


AARON HAAS APPOINTED 
TO TAKE CHARGE OF ASSETS 


Guits in Justice Courts by Creditors 
Who Wanted Priority the Di- 
rect Cause of the Litigation. 
Club Was Closed Last 
Night. 


_— —-_—.. - ---——— 


Aaron Haas was last night appointed 
gy Judge Lumpkin, of the superior court, 
receiver for the Concordia Association, 
the well-known Jewish club at the corner 
of Forsyth and Mitchell streets and the 
oldest social organization in Atlanta, hav- 
ing been in existence for thirty-five years. 

The receivership was brought about 
through the indebtedness of the associa- 
tion and the allegation of certain oredi- 
tors that it is insolvent and heavily in- 
volved. 

Hamilton Douglas represents the credi- 
tors upon whose application the receiver 
was appointed. They are Jacob Haas, M. 
Rich Bros., E. R. Haas, Isaac Haas and 
B. J. Eiseman, to whom it is alleged the 
association owes $1,800, while the totai 
indebtedness is about $5,000. 

This indebtedness of the association is 
unsecured and the direct cause of the 
litigation in the superior court was the 
action of certain other creditors in filing 
suits in justice courts, these suits being 
intended to give those filing them a pri- 
ority over the other creditors. Those who 
filed suits against the association in jus- 
tice courts include Bluthenthal & Bick- 
art, M. Hirsch, W. L. Bickart and A. 
Bluthenthal. 

Totally Insolvent. 

It is alleged in the bill that the associa- 
tion is totally insolvent and that its as- 
sets are worth only about $2,750. 

Receiver Haas was appointed with the 
consent of Walter W. Visanska, counsel 
for the Concordia Association. He has 
taken charge of the, property and the 
club was closed last night. 

This untimely end of an institution that 
has existed for so long a time and which 
mumbers among its members the most 
prominent Jewish citizens of Atlanta, wil) 
unquestionably cause cdnsiderable sur- 
prise. Just what the association's future 
will be cannot now be predicted, but many 
of the members hope to get its affairs 
again in shape, to relieve it of embar- 
rassment and to continue its existence. 

Mr. Visanska, counsel for the associa- 
tion, when called upon, made the follow- 
ing statement: : 

“As attorney for the Concordia Associa- 
tion, and by authority of its officers, I 
consented to the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. It is greatly to be regretted that 
this action has been taken. This associa- 
tion has been in existence for about thir- 
ty-five years, and it is the oldest social 


-organigation in the city of Atlanta. The 


club was easily making its running ex- 
penses, but there is a large outstanding 
indebtedness in the shape of notes and 
bonds past due, which are held by the 
members. Several of them holding these 
notes instituted suits thereon in the jus- 
tice’s court, which was doubtless for the 
purpose of securing a preference over 
ether holders, and this, I presume, pre- 
cipitated the bill for a receiver, which will 
eerve the purpose of placing all creditors 
on the same footing. I hope, however, 
that the affairs of the association will be 
f0 adjusted as to protect the interest of 
all creditors. 
make strenuous efforts to relieve the 
club of its present embarrassment and 
continue its operation.”

Mr. Merriam has a most artistic. dis- 
play of all sorts of agricultural stayiles,’ 
each showing ‘the acme of cultivation of 
its kind. One of the most. dttractive 
features of his exhibit, however, is the 
display of cotton on the .stalk, showing 
the quality of the commodity reckoned 
by yield per acre. He also shows how 
much it costs to grow cotton when itis a

where an average crop of one bale to 
three acres is made. Here he estimates 
that 100 pounds of guano is used.to the 
acre, the cost of growing being 7 cents 
per pound.

TEN JURORS TO TRY POWSRS. 


Sheriffs Are Sent to Other Counties 
To Secure Men. : 

Georgetown, Ky., October 11.—Ten men 
were accepted by the commonwealth to- 
day as jurors in the case of Caleb Pow- 
ers, charged with being an accessory to 
the murder of Gevernor Goebel. They 
are, however, subject to preemptory chal- 
lenge by the defense and the jury is by 
no means completed. 

Judge Cantrill ordered mounted sheriffs 
to go over into Bourbon county tonight 
and bring a special venire of 100 men in 
the court by tomorrow morning at 9% 
o'clock. Today's morning and afternoon 
sessions of court were consumed in the 
examination of jurors. The jury box was 
filled again and again from a list of Scott 
county men, drawn from the jury wheel 
last night, and when the list was finally 
exhausted there were eleven men in the 
jury box, ten of whom had been accepted 
finally by the prosecution, and all of. 
whom had been accepted by the defense, 
subject to peremptory challenge. One 
man had been accepted only conditionally 
by both sides.

“The Case of Miss Washington.” 


The good people around Boston are 
greatly disturbed lest recent events 
at Wellesley college should be unduly 
magnified. The fact that the daugh- 
ter of Booker Washington should have 
been forced to find accommodation 
outside the grounds and had been 
taken in by a strong-minded teacher 
with a theory to maintain, found its 
way into the press, and then there was 
a display of authority. 

As may.be imagined, the spontane- 
ity of the*young lady pupils has been 
subjected to the restraint of reserve, 
and the professor now talks for the 
college instead of the pupil. The Bos- 
ton Globe leads in the work of correc- 
tion, under the headlines of “No Color 
Line Is Drawn—Wellesley Girls Have 
Made No _ Distinction—Booker _ T. 
Washington’s Daughter Well Received 
at the College.” 

Then the statement is made that— 
“The authorities of Wellesley college 
deny that the color line has been drawn 
by some of the students against Miss 
Portia Washington, daughter of Booker 
T. Washington. The story, it is said, 
originated in the fact that Miss Wash- 
ington could not secure accommodations 
within the college yard.”’ 

This plea of want of accommoda- 
tion is an old ruse invented by the 
hotels years ago, and serves a college 
just as well. It is admitted by The 
Globe that— 

“When it was first known that Miss 
Washington was to enter the college one 
or two of the girls from the south who 
roomed in the hall where she was ex- 
pected to live, made some talk, but it did 
not amount to anything.

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The Bath Room in Danger. 

Th bath room is in danger, if a dis- 
cussion started by The London Lancet 
should continue. 

This journal, which is the recog- 
nized medical authority of the world, 
doubts the efficacy of the English- 
man’s daily bath. It accounts for the 
habit in the fact that these people. 
being islanders, have been brought 
closer to the water than those of oth- 
er nations, and have been led into 
overdoing their opportunities. “It is 
quite obvious,” says The Lancet, 


‘that even in England thetfe sre people 
who wash too little. It is not so general- 
ly recognized that some people wash too 
much. The skin is not well adapted to 
frequent applications of water accom- 
panied by even the least irritating of 
soaps. A tendency arises to maceration 
of the superficial prrt of the epidermis, 
which is too frequently removed and oc- 
casions probably too rapid a proliferation 
of the cells of the Malpighian layer. 
There is no doubt that many cases of 
roughness of the skin of the face come 
from the frequent applications of water. 
It is a good thing to rub the face with 
a soft, clean dry towel two or three 
times a dav. If, in addition, water is 
used in the morning and at night the 
skin will be kept in a sounder, smoother, 
and healthier state than if, as is often 
the case, soap and water are used three 
or four times a day. Men are not often 
offenders in this resrect, most men spar- 
ing little time for the refinements of the 
toilet. Women and children, whose skins 
are the most easily affected by superfilu- 
ous ablution, are the very persons in 
whom such excess is too common. They 
Should be taught that. there are dry 
methods of cleanliness as well as wet 
ones. 

This asault upon the bath room is 
somewhat novel, but the layman has 
long since concluded that it is hard 
to keep up with the doctor.

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Taking Care of the Negro. 

The president’s announcement that 
acceptability to the community served 
as well as ability to perform the du- 
ties required will be a controlling fea- 
ture in nominations, and has given 
cause for alarm to certain newspapers 
solicitous for negro safety. 

For instance, it is claimed that this 
would rule out the appointment of a 
negro to any prominent office in the 
south, since no matter what his per- 
sonal qualiucations the people here 
would object. This contention is very 
true, but it should not disturb the 
minds o. those anxious to force ne- 
groes into the public service. All pres- 
idential appointments are national. He 
can appoint whom he willto the Prov- 
idence postoffice, as he can to the one 
in Atlanta What obstacle would there 
be to his appointing a colored postmas- 
ter for Springfied, Mass., where the 
incumbent would have the warm sup- 
port of the republican? Why not ap- 
point a colored federal judge for th2 
Maine district? In this way the pres- 
ident could maintain his plan of ac- 
ceptability as well as fitness, and at 
the same time give colored men a due 
proportion of public offices. In the 
places named there should be no 
doubt about the negro being accepta- 
ble; and as they would overlook a 
great many shortcomings in their zeal 
for a theory, it should be easy to find 
suitable negroes. 

In solving the race problem much 
depends upon placing the weaker race 
in favorable surroundings. The peo- 
ple of the south have done their best 
under the circumstances, but not to 
the satisfaction of sume of the north- 
ern critics. Then, why not turn the 
job over to those who think they are 
so much the better fitted for it? 

The result would be interesting.

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TREND OF CURRENT TOPICS. 
Republican Reciprocity. 


(From The Louisville Courier-Journal.) 

If the republicans did not like the re- 
moval of the basis for reciprocity in the 
bill of 1890, why did they repeat and ex- 
tend it by the legislation of 1897 and 1898? 
They are certainly estopped from charg- 
ing this upon the democrats. Moreover, 
it is beside the question. Reciprocity as 
now urged is found in a concrete form 
in the Kasson treaties negotiated by a 
republican administration and held up by 
a republican senate. It is not at all a 
democratic policy. There are democrats 
who desire to see it adopted because they 
expect from it some mitigation of the 
restriction of an unreasonably high tariff, 
many of the duties of which are unneces- 
sary even from a protection standpoint. 
Free traders are quite aware that the 
question is argued from this standpoint. 
and they concur with the republican rev- 
enue reformers to this extent, that many 
existing rates are altogether too high, 
when not wholly unnecessary, on consid- 
erations of the strictest protection. The 
republicans are in the saddle, They have 
the responsibility. If agreed, they can 
have anything they desire in the way of 
legislation or commercial treaties. If a 
minority of the senate (under the two- 
thirds rule) defeat reciprocity treaties ne- 
gotiated by a republican administration it 
is not our funeral, but we shall be inter- 
ested spectators at the obsequies. 


The Passing of Dole. 
(From The Charlotte Observer.) 

It is seen that the government at Wash- 
ington has asked for the resignation of 
Sanford B. Dole, governor of Hawaii. If 
this is true it is a case of a thief being 
forced to surrender ill¢gotten gains—to 
be more accurate, béing compelled to 
forego further benefits consequent upon 
theft. In all history the United States 
bas never acted more discreditably in 
any matter than in this Hawaiian tran- 
saction. A lot of Americans, some of 
them born there, others emigrants to the 
islands, seized the native government, be- 
ing enabled to do so by the presence and 
support of an American warship lying in 
the harbor, and put this Dole at the head - 
of it. Congress subsequently indorsed 
this violent proceeding by an act of an- 
nexation and Hawaii thus became a part 
of the United States without consultation 
of the wishes of its native people. It is 
inexplicable that the conscience of. this

The Senate’s Record.

The senate, before which body all reci- 
procity treaties would have to go for 
ratification, smothered half a dozen reci- 
procity treaties during the last congress 
after they had been negotiated with much 
care. This smothering of the treaties was 
not accidental, but was the result of de- 
sign. The treaties affected unfavorably 
the protected interests of many states 
whose senators inaugurated a process of 
log rolling against the treaties which was 
effective. This same opposition would 
have to be encountered again, and it Is 
extremely doubtful if President Roose- 
velt, with all his energy, would be able 
to overcome it because of the very large 
number of American industries which 
would be affected, which of itself would 
hold out possibilities of limitless combina- 
tions. 


They Want To Keep on Good Terms. 
(From The Philadelphia Times.) 

The general desire in England to keep 
on good terms with the United States and 
to avoid or remove any occasion of fric- 
tion, is evidently sincere. It may be 
partly sentimental, but in this case it is 
also practical. No country has equal com- 
mercial interest with Great Britain in the 
construction of an isthmian canal. The 
Clayton-Bulwer convention was intended 
to promote this enterprise; but since it 
has had the contrary effect and the con- 
struction of the canal by the United States 
alone is much more probable than any 
joint operation, there can be no reason 
why the United States should not be 
wiven a free hand on the isthmus. This 
is the sensible view that has recently been 
urged by responsible London papers, 
coupled with the suggestion that in ne- 
gouating a new treaty Lord Salisbury’s 
government should consider the-American 
sentiment against a joint control of the 
canal, and make it easy for the president 
to secure the ratincation of the treaty by 
the senate. 


Spain’s Troops in Cuba. 
(From The Boston Transcript.) 

After the Santiago surrender Spain still 
had 180,000 regular troops in Cuba ayvail- 
able for service; but they were in a plight 
that rendered them useless. Spain having 
lost command of the sea could neither 
reinforce nor supply them. Neither could 
she take them away. They were like rats 
in a trap, the more there were of them 
the worse off they were. We were under 
no necessity of operating against these 
troops. We had only to rest quietly until 
the hopelessness of their fate forced itself 
upon their minds. Spain saved herself 
the humiliation of surrendering 130,000 
troops she was unable to succor, by en- 
tering into negotiations for peace. The 
evacuation of Cuba under the treaty of 
peace simply saved Spain’s face. Her sit- 
uation became hopeless after Santiago.

In one of our dispatches from London 
we are told that ‘‘The Spectator today 
urges that General Earl Roberts return to 
South Africa and straighten things out 
and that Lord Kitchener be temporarily 
recalled and act as commander in chief 
of the army in England.’’

POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


It is learned at the capitol that Govern- 
or Candler has tendered the position of 
state librarian to Gus Morrow, of Jones- 
boro, and the families of both were 
known young men among thw members 
of the weekly press of Georgia. 


This is said to be a purely persona! ap- 
pointment, both the father and mother of 
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Governor Candler the other day as he 
held up a package, exhibiting it to a 
crowd of visitors in his office. 

Assent was nodded as the party beheld 
a stack of mail that looked like answers 
to an endless chain scheme. 

“Well,” said the governor, “all those 
came from Newnan today on one mail.” 

The package was counted and contained 
about thirty letters. With four mails 
a day pouring in, the governor is getting 
about 100 letters a day from Newnan and 
having one -of the hottest races for a 
county judgeship down there-to be found 
anywhere in the state, and the race for 
the county solicitorship is pretty near as 
warm. That accounts for the heavy 
mail that is coming from Newnan every 
day. Friends of the opvosing candidates 
are doing everything in the power to 
get their men in. 

“It is very much that way in other 
parts of the state,”” Governor Candler 
remarked. “I am getting any quantity 
of letters from people all over the state 
in the interest of candidates for county 
judgeships and solic'torships.”’ 

It is not alone letters that the gov- 
ernor is getting, but parties are calling 
on him every day in connection with these 
contests. In fact, pretty near all of the 


‘governor's time is teing taken up new 


in receiving visitors on such missions 
and in attending to his mail. It will 
probably be so until after the legislature 
meets and the appointments have been 
made and ‘confirmed by the senate. 


There are some members of the Georgia 
legislature, it seems, who do not keep 
themselves posted on the workings of 
their own body. One of the officials at 
the capitol yesterday received a letter 
from a mémber of the house of repre- 
sentatives which, in effect, contained 
this: 

“I reckon its pretty near time for the 
legislature to meet, and I would be glad 
if you would write me and let me know 
when to come.”’ 

The official was somewhat astonished by 
the request, as were others who heard 
of it, but he promptly replied and told 
the Jegislator in question that he would 
be about right if he would hit town on 
Wednesday, October 23. 


Governor Candler has received a letter 
from a citizen of Bowersville, Hart coun- 
ty, giving the other side of the recent 
trouble caused by the appearance of a 
couple of Mormon elders at that place. 
It will be remembered that the two el- 
ders were taken out of the home of O. 
T. Shirley, a member of the Mormon 
church, given a whipping and sent out of 
the county. 

The writer of this letter states that 
the Mormons have been teaching polyga- 
my there, and says they declare openly 
they would practice it were it not for the 
laws of the state against it. The letter 
gave some other information relative to 
the elders which, if true, was not to their 
credit. It says that the conduct of the 
Mormons was such that the people of 
that section felt they could not tolerate 
it, and this was the reason for the for- 
mation of the mob whic made the two 
elders leave the county. The Mormon 
elders deny, of course, that they have 
been teaching polygamy. 


The state officials at the capitol are all 
busy now preparing their annual reports. 
This is a work which always devolves 
upon them just prior to the meeting of the 
legislature. These reports must be sent 
in to the governor, and he then makes 
up his annual message to the general as- 
sembly. So far the governor has re- 
ceived none of the reports of the state 
house officials, except that of the adjutant 
general: He cannot write his message 
until he gets in the reports, and it will 
probably be a week or ten days yet be- 
fore they are all in his hands. The time 
which the governor will have to draft 
his message, therefore, will necessarily 
be brief. There are several matters, 
however, to which he will call the atten- 
tion of the legislature which may not be 
mentioned in any of the reports. Gov- 
ernor Candler has these about ready, 
and will be ready to finish his message 
as soon as he gets the reports of the 
other officers. 


An examination of the supposed samples 
of phosphate rock brought to the depart- 
ment of agriculture from Carroll county 
by R. M. Patillo, of Cartersville de- 
velops the fact that the specimens were 
nothing more than an excellent quality 
of flint rock. Based upon the report that 
phosphate had been found, investigations 
were made by parties interested, and they 
were considerably disappointed when in- 
formed that the supposed phosphate rock 
would perhaps do well as a material of 
which to build country chimneys, but 
that it was not worth much as a fertil- 
izer. 


The supreme court is hearing argu- 
ment on cases on the October term dock- 
et, and has now reached the Cherokee 
circuit. The court will continue to hear 
argument in these cases until it has gone 
through with the Rome circuit. There 
it will stop for awhile until opinions in 
the cases heard have been handed down. 


Rowe Price, a well-known clerk in the 
office of the secretary of state, has gone 
to Lee county for a few days to look af- 
ter his interests in that section. Mr. 
Price has a farm down there and makes 
considerable cotton. He wants to see 
that the crop is gotten out in good shape. 


Hon. P. M. Hawes, representative from 
Elbert county, was in the city yesterday, 
and was a visitor at the capitol. 


State Treasurer R. E. Park went to 
Montgomery, Ala., yesterday to attend 
the funeral of former Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor R. F. Ligon, of Alabama. Colonel 
Ligon was an uncle of Captain Park’s 
wife, and was captain of the company in 
which Captain Park served during the 
civil war. 


D. B. Eberhart was given a headright 
grant by Secretary of State Phil Cook 
yesterday. Mr. Eberhart secured 231 
acres of land in Hall county. 


W. L. Stallings, of Newnan, was in the 
city yesterday. Mr. Stallings is one of the 
prominent applicants for appointment to 
the position of solicitor of the county 
court of Coweta county.

Coming events, as seen from the other 
end of the state, are going to be some- 
what lively, if the analysis of The Savan- 
nah Press is to be expected. The foillow- 
ing legal notice in The Fort Gaines Senti- 
nel is the provoking cause: 


Notice is hereby, given that at the com- 
ing session of the general assembly of 
Georgia a bill will be introduced to es- 
tablish a dispensary for the city of Fort 
Gaines and Clay county, in which there 
will be an equal division of the profits be- 
tween the county of Clay and the city or 
Fort Gaines. 


Commenting on this innocent-looking 
paragraph, The Press says: 


It would appear from the information 
conveyed in the paragraph that Clay 
county, with its differences as to the 
liquor traffic, is to occupy the attention 
of the legislature again this fall, as 
did in the session of 1897. That cope 
became one of the features of theses- 
sion and attracted attention all over the 
state. The most prominent citizens of 
Fort Gaines and Clay county were array- 
ed against each other. The lines between 
the dispensary and anti-dispensary ele- 
ments were sharply drawn and the contest 
waxed hotter and hotter until the dis- 
pensary adherents won and had a dis- 
pensary bill passed for Fort Gaines. 

This pretty little town, resting on a 
high bluff overlooking the Chattahoo- 
chee, is one of the most delightful of 
many similar villages in southwest Geor- 
gia. Its population is small, but its hos- 
pitality is unbounded. No place gives the 
stranger more cordial greeting, but the 
“home folks’’ seem hopelessly divided 
upon the liquor question. They don't 
seem able to settle it once and for all. 

Years ago Fort Gaines was what could 
be called a wide open town, so far as a 
village of 1,000 souls could earn that repu- 
tation. There were three or four r 
rooms and it is said that the goddess of 
fortune was oft wooed with the aid of 
the deck of cards and the chips of red, 
white and blue. Being a river town its 
population was often added to by the ar- 
rival of passengers on the river steam- 
boats, who were not averse to taking a 
hand themselves. This went on for some 
time and then there came a desire for a 
change. Rev. Sam P. Jones was invited 
to lecture in the little city, and though 
his lecture had a conventiona! title, the 
Rev. Sam, with his deep-rooted u- 
dice against a dull time, proceeded to 
the whisky ring and the card players the 
worst drubbing they had had in years, 
The Methodist elders and Baptist dea- 
cons who liad hoped for better times took 
heart upon hearing Mr. Jones and the 
fight against saloons was started with 
vigor and vim. The best people of the 
town seemed arrayed against the liquor 
traffic, but it was decided not to try ab- 
solute prohibition. A bill providing for 
the establishment of a dispensary was 
drawn up and submitted to the legisla- 
ture. Then the saloon supporters died 
hard. The contest was fought to a@ finish 
and the dispensary bill passed. 

The establishment of a dis it 
was thought, settled the liquor qu on. 
It really only opened it up for serious dis- 
cussion at home. The “town liquor shop” 
prospered. It was conducted a local 
board of managers and was looked upon 
as a fixture in the affairs of the commu- 
nity. The managers, however, willed 
otherwise. They voted to close the dis- 
pensary and sell out to some one who 
would pay a high license for the privi- 
lege of selling whisky. The dispensary 
stock was sold out and two saloons open- 
ed. Once more Fort Gaines found two 
profitable saloons in ‘its midst.” This 
was perhaps two years ago. 

About six months ago a movement be- 
gan in the interest of prohibtion. The 
contest waged all summer and a few weeks 
ago the prohis won at the polls and Fort 
Gaines once more became a dry town. 

Now there is a plan on foot to have 
another dispensary. The details of the 
bill to go to the legislature have not been 
a out at this time. It will probably 
iffer somewhat from the original meas- 
ure under which the first dispensary was 
operated. Anyway, Fort aines and 
Clay county seem destined to occupy the 
center of the stage in Atlanta for a time 
this year.

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REVENUE OFFICER CAUGHT 


J. J. Freeman Allowed Removal of 
Illicit Whisky. 


GIVEN A LIGHT SENTENCE 


Freeman Threw Himself on the 
Mercy of the Court—Given a 
Three Months’ Sentence. 


J. J. Freeman, a government §store- 
keeper and gauger of whisky, yesterday 
plead guilty before Judge Newman, in the 
United States court, to the charge of ar 
lowing parties to remove from the gov- 
ernment Warehouse liquor upon which 
the revenue tax had not been paid. 
There were two counts in the indictment 
against Freeman, each charging that 500 
gallons had escaped the government tax. 

The distillery, where the whisky was 
taken, is known officially as No. 18. lt 
belongs to E. 8S. Vandergriff, and is in 
Cherokee county. Vandergriff and James 
Parker and other parties, “unknown to 
the grand jury,” are charged with remov- 
ing the whisky. Both Vandergriff and 
Parker have been indicted. 

Freeman, by pleading gullty, threw him- 
self on the mercy of the court, and a 
minimum sentence of three months’ con- 
finement and a $1,000 fine was imposed by 
Judge Newman. The fine has not been 
paid, and, in the event it is not at the end 
of Freeman's three months in the Tower, 
he will be required to serve another 
month in default thereof. 

Freeman was a regularly appointed 
Officer under the collector of internal 
revenue and his wunfaithfulness to the 
trust imposed in him has created surprise.

COUNCIL PAPER 


Vetoed Resolution Affecting Election 
of Police Commissioners. 


CONSIDERED IT UNNECESSARY 


He Approved Resolution Providing 
the Legislature Takes Steps 
To Incorporate the Entire 
County for Sanitary 


Purposes. 


Mayor Mims yesterday vetoed the coun- 
cil resolution providing for a charter 
amendment sp that council should elect 


a member each from the first, fourth and 


_seventh wards to the police board. The 
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election was to have occurred next 
March. 

Before taking action on the paper May- 
or Mims sent to the city clerk’s office for 
a copy of the original charter amendment 
which provides that each ward in the city 
shall be represented on the police board. 
In disapproving the Longino resolution 
the mayor stated that he could see no 
difference in the two measures and there- 
fore considered the new resolution as un- 
necessary. 

The resolution was introduced by Coun- 
cilman Longino at the recent meeting of 
council. 

It was believed that it was aimed at 
Captain James W. English, who ifs a 
member of the board from the fifth ward. 
His term of office will expire the first 
Monday in next March. Commissioner 
George E. Johnson also resides in the 
fifth ward, but his term will not expire 
until March of 1903. The proposed new 
charter amendments, providing that the 
city boards shall be composed of a mem- 
ber from each of the seven wards, is ex- 
pected to cause some unique complica- 
tions in city politics, and if the move- 
ment to have the city divided into nine or 
ten wards is successful the situation will 
become even more interesting. 

The term of Commissioner W. H. Pat- 
terson, whois now secretary ofthe police 
board, will also expire the first Monday 
in March of next year. He is now building 
a home on Peachtree street, just outside 
the city limits, and when he moves he 
will then became ineligible for reelection 
to the board, Friends of Captain John A. 
Miller have already requested him to 
stand for election to succeed Mr. Patter- 
son on the board. In the sixth ward it js 
believed that D. N. McCullough will be 
the candidate from that ward for a place 
on the board. 

Sanitary Ordinance Approved. 

Among the papers approved by the 
mayor yesterday was the resolution by 
Councilman Longino providing that Ful- 


ton county be incorporated so as to be- 
come subject to the sanitary ordinances 
of force in Atlanta. A special meeting 
of the board of health was held yester- 
day at noon for the purpose of consider- 
ing the matter. 

It was decided that the mayor should be 
requested to arrange a meeting of the 
county board, the city police board, the 
city board of health and the city and 
county attorneys, during which the ob- 
ject of the resolution. might be discussed 
and action taken. Dr. Longino, the au- 
thor of the resolution, will be invited to 
be present when this meeting is held. 

Mayor Mims approved the resolution by 
Councilman Reed calling upon the city 
tax assessors to notify the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company to show cause before 
the assessors why the company’s tax re- 
turns should not be increased. The tax 
assessors have been so busy for the past 
week that they have been unable to look 
into the matter, but it is probable that 
they will name a date for this showing 
in the not very distant future.

CRESCEUS LOWERS THE

WORLD’S TROTTING RECORD 


Toledo, Ohio, October 11.—Cresceus this 
afternoon lowered the trotting record on 
a half mile track one-quarter of a sec- 
ond. The record was previously held by 
himself, having been made on the Toledo 
track one year ago. It was 2:09%. He 
trotted this afternoon for the charitable 
institutions of the city and more than 
40,000 people gathered to see him. This 
is the home of George Ketcham, the own- 
er, trainer and driver, and last spring, 
before starting on the circuit, Mr. Ketch- 
am, in a letter to Mayor Jones, annoywnced 
that he would give an exhibition trot on 
the Toledo track for the benefit of all of 
Toledo’s charitable institutions. The of- 
fer was at once accepted. The result 
is that they will now receive about $18,000. 


Cresceus got a very slow start and Mike 
Tramp, the running mate, led Cresceus 
to the first turn. With the runner at the 
wheel Cresceus buckled down to the work 
in hand. On they went in the same rela- 
tive positions and they passed the quar- 
ter in 32%. As he made the turn into the 
home stretch for the first half mile there 
was a deafening applayise from the 
throng, but Cresceus only increased his 
speed. They flashed under the wire at 
the half, just 1 minute and 4% seconds 
after the word had been given. The 
three -quarter pole was reached in 1:36%. 
The horses went wnder the wire in 2:09%, 
which is the fastest mile ever trotted on 
a half mile track. Later in the afternoon 
Cresceus was given a mile to a wagon, 
and he covered it in 2:12 flat.

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SAYS THOMAS DIXON 


Vistinguished Lecturer and 
Former Divine in the 
‘ily, 


Thomas Dixon, Jr., of New York, the 
well known lecturer and writer, was in 
the city for a few hours yesterday, and 
while here he took occasion to say a few 
words with reference to Atlanta's union 
depot, which are calculated to give the 
impression that was nat favorably 
impressed with It. 

In fact, so much did the unsightly 
Structureeupset Mr. Dixon that he char- 
acterized it as “Atlanta's cow shed,”’ 
though he considers it searcely fit for 
cattle, much less for civilized persons. 

Mr. Dixon arrived here yesterday morn- 
ing on his way to Athens, where he goes 
to lecture, and left for that city at noon. 
Mr. Dixon was formerly a well known 
and prominent Baptist divine of New 
York city. He was strong and forceful 
in the pulrit, and dealt with local af- 
fairs in New York without gloves. 
Some time ago, however, he left the min- 
istry for the lecture platform, and is 
still engaged in that work. He has built 
him.a handsome home in Gloucester 
county, Virginia, and his place is con- 
sidered one of the thandsomest in the 
State. However, he still registers from 
New York. 

Mr. Dixon is frequently in Atlanta for 
a short time, passing through on lec- 
ture tours. He is a warm friend of Dr. 
W. W. Landrum, and always visits him 
when he comes here. He married a Geor- 
gia lady, and is naturally interested in a 
State to which he is so closely attached. 

So deeply did the depot situation im- 
press Mr. Dixon that he wrote of it in 
the following very interesting and point- 
ed strain: 


“The Alanta Cow Shed.’’ 


Editor Constitution: Allow a friend of 
Atlanta to modestly inquire why the

greatest railroad center of the south con- 
tinues to usé a cow shed for a union de- 
pot? I've been passing through Atlanta 
for the past fifteen years, and I never 
arrive or depayt without the wonder of 
it growing on me. It was a strange thing 
fifteen years ago that there was no de- 
pot here. Now that Atlanta is a rushing 
city of 100,000 inhabitants, with fine ho- 
tels, a metropolitan press—a center of 
wealth, culture, refinement and commer- 
cial enterprise, it is simply beyond un- 
derstanding. 

I travel over every state this side the 
Rocky mountains. I belleve I have been 
in or passed every railroad station in 
these states, and I speak with the au- 
thority of positive knowledge when I say 
there ig nothing Ike the Atlanta cow 
shed in the United States. There isn't 
a second rate cowpuncher’s town in the 
west that hasn't better accommodations 
for hogs than Atlanta has for the beau- 
tiful women of Georgia when they leave 
or board a train.' This is not a figure of 
sneech—it’s a plain statement of fact. 

This Atlanta cow shed that is being still 
used as‘a passenger station is not only 
a disgrace to Atlanta, it is a disgrace t} 
the United States; for Atlanta is now 
one of the great railroad centers of Amer- 
ica. As a southerner, as a man who has 
always loved Georgia since I first saw 
the face of a Georgia girl sixteen years 
ago, as a citizen of the new America, I 
protest against this nuisance. 

There is nothing that has more influ- 
ence in the development of a growing 
city than the first impressions one gets 
on entering it and the last impressions 
on leaving. It is as important to the life 
of a city as the proper beginning and end- 
ine of a book is to the author. I figured 
out the other day that Atlanta was los- 
ing annually over $5,000,000 from the evil 
influences of that cow shed. I reached 
ths estimate by figuring on the number 
of trains arriving and departing, and 
the number of people whg arrived and 
departed cursing the town because of the 
blatk hole they had to crawl through to 
reach or leave the trains. 

Who is to blame for this? 

If it is the fault of the great railroad 
companies that center here, the peo- 
ple of Atlanta would be justified in hold- 
ing a mass meeting and marching from 
the hail 2,000 strong to the spot and tear- 
ing the old ramshackled nuisance down 
at high noon. The people have the right 
to abate a nuisance. Why don’t they 
take steps to remove this disgrace and 
hindrance to the progress of Atlanta?

PAROLE SYSTEM IS FAVORED | 


Report of the Commission Will Urge 
the Legislature To Pass Some 
Law by Which Convicts 
Can Be Released on 
Conditions. 


—_—-— —_ 


The report of the prison commission to 
the governor and the legislature, which is 
now in course of prepfration by Chair- 
man J. 8S. Turner, will show that that 
body has considered during the year just 
closed 211 applications for executive clem- 
ency. 

Of these the commission acted favorably 
on 98 and declined to recommend in 113. 
The commission recommended commuta- 
tion to life imprisonment in two capital 
cases and declined to recommend in three. 
In other felony cases twenty pardons and 
fourteen commutations were recommend- 
ed, while the commission declined to reec- 
ommend in eighty-four cases. Pardons 
were recommended in twenty-four misde- 
meanor cases and commutations in twen- 
ty-eight, while the commission declined to 
recommend. in thirty-one cases. In ten 
cases the commission recommended the 
removal of civil disabilities. 


Parole System Proposed 

In discussing this feature of the com- 
mission's work the report will suggest 
that the legislature consider the advisa- 
bility of adopting the parole system in 
pardoning convicts. Attention is called 
to the fact that while there is no restric- 
tion in the law upon the governor grant- 
ing a conditional pardon there is no spe 
cific authority for it, and the officials who 
have these matters to deal with would 
prefer to have legislative action before 
exercising any such power. 

Chairman Turner is of the opinion that 
if a convict is released on parole, being 
subject to imprisonment again should he 
violate the parole, he would be far more 
liable to make a good citizen than where 
he is released without any restrictions. 
In other words, a longer chance is taken 
in releasing a convict without putting 
any conditions upon him when he is given 
his liberty for whatever reasons, 


System Works Well. / 

The commission will recommend the 
adoption of some such law as this. and 
in this connection the report quotes the 
Ohio law on the subject. In that state 
a parole system has been in use for some 
years. When a convict is pardofied on 
what appears to be sufficient grounds, he 
is released on certain conditions regarding 
his behavior, which are usually quite 
strict. These conditions may be fixed by 
the commission and the governor. Some- 
times a man is released with the under- 
standing that unless he becomes a good 
citizen in every sense, he will be im- 
prisoned again, 

Since the adoption of the Ohio law 
1,416 convicts have been pardoned in that 
state, and out of th¢ése only 212 have vio- 
lated the parole and been sent. back to 
the penitentiary. 
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A rousing melodrama is rather refresh- 
ing once in a while—only once in a very 
long while. 

This particular kind of refreshment was 
amply supplied in ‘The Sorrows of Sa- 
tan” at the Grand last night.

The elaborated plot presumes to or- 
tray Satan, the angel Lucifer banished 
from heaven, in mortal guise prowling 
over the world seéking to ensnare hu- 
manity. Wor every sinner snatched to 
pedition Satan’s hopes of release fade 
farther, but for each resisting soul who 
does not yield to the tempter’s wiles he 
gains one step toward paradise. 

Naturally a plot so completely untram- 
meled by anything like facts, where 
imagination has full sway, no matter 
how impossible or ridiculous, can manage 
to introduce some startling and undeni- 
ably interesting situations. 

With Satan for a hero what could not a 
playwright do? 

But strangely enough it seems much 
easier to play the devil in real life than 
on the stage. Mr. Edward Mawson, how- 
ever, did the part admirably, according to 
traditional Mephistophelean ideas of red 
lights, a Satanic black moustache care- 
fully curled and the regulation diabolical 
little black goatee. Any one would suspect 
at first glance that he was the prince of 
darkness, which suspicion was proved 
anon by the devilish chuckle, an unfailing 
mark of stage Satans. 

Even with the heavy handicap of his 
role, which was the vehicle of frequent 
moralizing homilies, long-winded = so- 
liloquies to slow music, lurid lime lights, 
etc., Mr. Mawson, the leading man, did 
very well and showed considerable ability. 

Miss Mary Karr, as the American girl. 
was by far the most pleasing supporting 
member of the company. She is good 
looking, natural and original in interpre- 
tation. Hers was the only role in the 
play which was not utterly impossible, 
even In melodrama. E. McC. M.

New Orleans, October |1.--Liverpool advices 
were disappointing, therefore our market open- 
ed 4 to 5 points lower, declined | to 2 points 
additional on realizing, but thereafter ruled 
Steady owing to the firmness of spots, closing 
at a net loss of 3 to 4 points on the day. The 
amount brought into sight during the week was 
401,000, against 495,U000 last year, aggregat- 
ing from September | to cate 1,314,000 this 
yeur, against 1,658,000 last year. The twen- 
ty-nine leading interior towns during the week 
received 256,000, against 311,000 last year, 
holding in stock 299,000, against 283,000 last 
year. The visible supply of American for the 
past week increased 215,000, against an in- 
crease of 319,000 last year and the total to 
date is 1,400,000, against 1,565,000 last year. 
The total stock of American ashore and afloat 
in Liverpool is 212,000, against 347,000 last 
year. Statistically, on the surface, the situ- 
ation is bullish so far as Liverpool is concerned, 
as their total available American supply for 
the present is 135,000 less than iast vear. This 
condition of affairs, however, can be remediea 
by the English spinners buying direct from 
America, instead of relying on the Liverpool 
merchants, who refuse to carry stog with 
the prevailing discounts existing. Last year 
immenre sums of money were lost by attempt- 
ing to do business with discointq and until 
premiums are again established tho chances 
are that the hand-to-mouth policy will be 
continued by both :pinners ana exporters.

ners. On this side the weekly statistics prom-

now for prices to take a direction opposite to 
that which the statistical development would 
seem to suggest. In this case, however, there 
was an obstacle in the shape of a fair demand 
attracted by late cables reporting a better feel- 
ing in Liverpool after the close, and while there 
Was not an adequate response to the favorable 
weekly statement, a steadiness was established 
that operated against any pressure. A glance 
at the schedule of exports serves to convince 
one that there is little if any immediate relief 
shead for English spinners, whose position ap- 
pears to grow. more intricate with the passing 
of each day, while the amount of cotton des- 
tined to the continent tends in a large meas- 
ure to contradict the accounts of business 
despondency in that quarter. A noticeable
